The com m ission declare* that although 
som e of the surplu- usually has been re­ 
turned in the form of tax reduction-, its 
ex isten ce neverth eless has m ade it easier 
for the cost of govern m en t to be ‘ pain ­ 
lessly” increased in a succeeding budget.

duced, l l 805 700 of 'he surplus is used to 
provide budget app ropriations in excess of 
a n ticip a ted budy*” revenues, and $4,000,000 
m ore is allocated for

While the fear of overestim ating rev­ 
enues is an understand able thing the c o m ­ 
m ission holds th a t exec--ive conservatism

1 means digging a shallow trench in 
a shady spot, setting the bushes in 
at an angle, hen covering the roots 
well with soil. 
The soil covering 
I should be kept moist. 
To protect

burlap. 
There are many methods of plant­
